Russia has figured so prominently of late as a 
land of disorder and distress that it is difficult to 
realize the dawning light of the Gospel, to which 
the darkness of oppression and superstition 1s surely 
giving place. 

It is but a brief year since the Czar's Easter 
message proclaimed liberty in religious worship. 
By it many thousands of humble Christians in 
Russia —the Stundists and others —are freed from 
persecution and suffering, and an effectual door is 
opened to the Gospel. 

For the realization of religious liberty in Russia 
the Evangelical Alliance has laboured long and 
strenuously. Less than twenty years ago the 
Alliance petitioned the Czar for “liberty of con- 
science” on behalf of the entire realm. Still more 
recently, in an open letter addressed by Dr 
Hermann Dalton to the then Procurator-General 
of the Holy Synod (Constantin Pobedonoszeff ). 
the writer says :— 

“The very soul of the Evangelical Alliance's 


admittance, and will continue to do so in the name 
of the Lord until she is heard.” 


Not content with these efforts alone, at a still 
later date the British Council of the Alliance 
issued an appeal for funds to help in alleviating 
the sufferings of the wives and children of exiled 
and imprisoned Stundists. Some £1,500 was 
raised and expended through trustworthy agents. 
Foreign Branches of the Alliance followed and 
shared in this holy and blessed work. Thus, if 
the Evangelical Alliance was not then able to 
accomplish the obtaining of religious liberty for 
the persecuted in Russia, it sought to ameliorate 
their lot by ministering to the needs of their wives 
and children. 

The old order has changed—vwe trust for good. 
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Freed from the bondage of persecution and op- 
pression at the hands of those who believed it 
service to God‘to stamp out all that savours of 
dissent from the Greek Orthodox, Church, the 
Evangelical Charch in Russia (Standists) raise the 
Macedonian cry : “ Come over and help us.” 


Who are the Stundists ? 


These people are simple, earnest Christians 
seeking to live according to God's Word —which is 
freely circulated in Russia; they are loyal, sober, 
industrious subjects of the Czar, and no political or 
other object enters into their religion. They only 
desire to be allowed to worship God in peace, 
and in the way they sincerely believe the Bible 
teaches. This led them to absent themselves from 
the services of the Greek Church, and thus their 
troubles began. Fines and imprisonment were 
followed by banishment, and exile in many cases, 
with all the suffering which this involves to wives 
and children. It is difficult to state with exactness 
the total number of the Stundists, but they are 
scattered over several provinces—probably about 
250,000 altogether, representing some 600 congre- 
gations. 

The duty of the Evangelical Alliance and of 
British Christians in general towards Russia is not 
yet discharged. Many thousands of earnest Chris- 
tians in Russia are now pleading for Spirit-filled 
teachers to instruct them in the Word of God. 
The field for evangelistic labours is also a promising 
one. 


The Alliance Bible School. 


The account of progress in the work of the 
Alliance Bible School (see p. 76) evidences how 
far the Alliance still has the subject of Russia at 
heart. Through the British Organization a sum of 
£250 has been remitted during the past year to 
Germany for the training of Russian Stundists and 
students, some of whom will be commencing 
evangelistic work in Russia next July. 

. We hope that this sum will be considerably in- 
creased during the next few months, having regard 
to new students from Kussia presenting themselves 
for training, and the needs of those shortly entering 
the field, none of whom can provide for themselves.

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The Bible among 
the Nations.

THe Bible Society and the Evangelical Alliance 
are very closely related to one another. It there- 
fore gives me very great satisfaction to stand on 
this platform to-night. 

There are two truths which | think we accept as 
we accept the postulates of Euclid —two truths which 
we take for granted. First, we believe that it is the 
duty of Christian people to evangelize the world in 
this generation. (God's message to the unbelieving 
world is “Come unto Me”; but as soon as man 
comes, God’s message is “ Ge—go and teach all 
nations.” No man can go unless he has first come 
to Christ, and it is equally true no man can conic 
to Christ unless he obey the command and ge and 
help to teach all nations. It is our duty to evange- 
lize the nations of the world. We are all prepared 
to accept that truth. 

Then, secondly, | think we are all prepared to 
accept as a postulate that

Colporteur Terrier was journeying in France last 
year with his satchel on his back, full of Scriptures. 
He came to a man breaking stones on the roadway, 
and offered him a copy of the four Gospels. It 
was a very hot day, and the stone-breaker curtly 
replied, “ | would rather have a gallon of wine, for 
Tam very thirsty.” But colporteurs do not turn 
away readily when they meet with rebuffs. So 
Terrier put into the hands of the man a copy of the 
four Gospels and asked him to look at it.

The man bought the little booklet, and we trust he 
found satisfaction in the wells of salvation.

Another colpor- 
teur, Langham. 
mer, was travelling 
in Bohemia last year, and in a district which was 
intensely Roman Catholic was surprised to come 
across a locksmith who really knew a great deal 
about the Bible. In conversation he found that, 
seventeen years before, the priests had gathered al! 
the Bibles and Scriptures in K——— to make a bonfire 
of them. A gust of wind carried away two burning 
pages of the bonfire. The locksmith picked up the 
two pages, and the first words he read were, 
“ Heaven and earth shall pass away, but My words 
shall not pass away.” So impressed were the man 
and his father that they saved a Bible from the 
pyre, and became [ible readers and Bible students. 
The Word of God may be passed through the fire 
of criticism seven times heated, but it cannot perish. 
It comes out again without even the smell of burn- 
ing upon it. There is an old story of an Irishman

_ who built a wall three feet high and four feet thick. 
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Some one asked him why. He said, “Ili the 
storms come and blow it over, it will be higher 
than it was before.” That has been precisely the 
case in all the storms to which the Bible has been 


subjected. We need never fear opposition to and 
criticism of the Word of God. 


The Bible contains truth that can satisfy 


—truth which is eternal. When I was a boy at school 
I learned something about the indestructibility of 
matter. Why are men so slow ‘m_learning the 
indestructibility of truth? That bock contains 
God’s message of salvation, of hope, of light, of life 
for a sin-stricken and sorrowing world. And we 
can trust the Bible message alone to do its work. 
In saying this, let no one imagine I disparage the 
human agent. But the Bible message is capable 
of doing its own work without human help. Through 
God’s Spirit it can enable men to find the strait 
gate and the narrow way, leading to life. 1 wrote - 
recently to the Archbishop of Armagh, inviting

We can trust the Bible alone— 


(,od is His own interpreter. The Bible contains 
that which can satisfy— it contains the eternal truth ; 
and it can do its own work. It does not depend upon 
man. Missionanes are my heroes in life, and they are 
the first to say that the Bible is the best missionary. 
It speaks the language of the people. There is no 


- question about its doctrine. It is always sound. 


It can stand any climate ; it never breaks down in 
health ; it never goes on furlough ; it never comes 
home again. It is the very best missionary. And 
it can go where the missionary cannot. 

The Bible contains the only Evangel men need, 
and it has been going out into the world for nine- 
teen centurnes like the stream in Ezekiel’s vision. 
For eighteen centuries the stream grew slowly, but 
during the last century it reached up to the ankles, 
the knees, the loins, and is now a river, mighty 
im force and volume — waters to swim in. One 
hundred years ago there were not four million 
Bibles in the world, and those were not in fifty 
languages. The Bible was a sealed book on 
linguistic grounds to eight people out of every ten. 
To-day the Bible is sealed on these grounds to only 
three out of every ten. In the last hundred years 
from one Society alone 190,000,000 of volumes have 
gone forth, and those in nearly four hundred 


 Janguages. 


You may say to me, “ What has been the effect 
upon the nations?” Who can tell. I remember 
Dr. Parker preaching a missionary sermon in 


‘Queen Street, London, when he took for bis text 


the measurements of the altar, and after he had 
read the details of cubits, he quietly asked, 


“Who can tell the mcasure of the sacrifice?” \ 


You can measure the altar, but not the sacrifice. 
He said he had met a friend who had gone into 


a new house and was very pleased with it, and 
proud to show its many rooms, and described the 
size of the drawing-room and the dining-room— 
so many feet by so many feet. “What I want to 
know,” said the doctor, “is what are the measure- 
ments of your home’? There is many a big home 
in a little house, and many a little home in a big 
house. You can measure your house, but you can- 
not measure your home.” | can tell you how many 
millions of volumes have gone out into the world, 
but I cannot tell you what the effect of this circula- 
tion has been, and yet some of the results of the 
circulation of the Scriptures stand out prominently. 
If any man ask me why Europe stands high above 
Asia, | should answer, because the Apostle Paul 
heard the cry of the man in Macedonia, “ Come 
ovet and help us!” and brought the message of 
God's Spirit into the Western continent. If any 
man ask me why is North America far above South 
America, | should reply, because the Pilgrim Fathers 
took with them in heart and hand to the Northern 
Continent the Word of God. If any man ask me 
why the Teutonic stand above the Latin countries, 
| should reply—and I am sure it is true—because 
in them the Word of God has had free course. 

If you want to see the effect of the Scripture 
circulation among the nations, you need not go 
away from home. 


The Secret of England's Greatness. 


To whom does this country owe its greatness? 
Not to its army, not to its navy. Recently 
we have seen a great navy, like Pharaoh's 
host, swallowed up in the sea, and armies that in- 
spire dread crumble into dust. England owes her 
greatness to Bede, Wycliffe, Tyndal, Rogers ; to the 
men who gave their lives that the Bible might be 
in the possession of the common people. It is the 
Bible which is at the basis of our Empire. Mr. 
Canton reminds us in his history of the Bible 
Society that in those provinces in India in which 
the Bible was allowed to be circulated, there was 
no bloodshed in the Indian Mutiny. Bloodshed 
was limited to the provinces from which the Bible 
had been shut out. I remember hearing my friend, 
Thomas Champness, who has now passed to his 
reward, tell of a British gunboat pursuing a slave 
dhow—how the sailors went on board the dhow, 
broke open the hatchways, threw the officers into 
chains, hoisted the Union Jack, and brought up 
the poor wretched slaves from beneath. As one of 
them came up the gangway, tears streamed down 
his cheeks. He pointed to the Union Jack and 
said, “Me lub that flag.” Qur flag stands for 
liberty. It is because in our national life we 
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acknowledge the principles of the Word of God 
that we have influence over native races, that 


our Empire has expanded over the face of the 
earth.

The Consecration of Men of 
Missionary Enthusiasm. 


I wish time allowed me to tell you of some who 
are consecrating themselves to this service. ! 
think of one I met in Salamanca, who had his 
beard torn out by the priests for selling the 
Senmptures in Spain. I have met another in Bar- 
celona—Navarro—who, with his donkey, often 
had to sleep in the open air because no innkeeper 
dare give him a night's shelter. He has passed 
to his reward through disease due to hardship 
and exposure. We have a man in Italy—a con- 
verted anarchist—-whose head was split open 
m a railway train because he was selling the 
Scriptures. We lost a colporteur in Morocco, 
called “ El Kaid” (The Captain), who was done 
to death by fanatics in Fez for distributing the 
Scriptures. Our Morocco agent was exposed to 
death three times in a single week. Once a number 
of men came to put him to death with swords. 
He told them that, as a boy, he had read of the 
chivalry of the Arabs, but he found them arrant 
cowards in coming armed against one man, un- 
armed and defenceless. They retired from his 
presence ashamed. In the same week two men 
charged him with spears to pin him to the wall. 
Escape seemed hopeless. “ Where,” he asked, in 
Arabic, “is your present for a Shereef?” The 
men wheeled round and fied, remembering that 


they were breaking a law of their own religion.: 


Later on, an attempt was made to poison his food, 


and he only escaped by the providence of God. 
Three times that week this man of God faced 
death, and he is still scattering the Scriptures in 
North Africa. 


We have a man in Persia, Benjamin Badal ; 
he went to a village, where he was taken before 
the officials and stripped and robbed of his 
money and his copies of the Scriptures. Then 
they bastinadoed him until his feet were covered 
with blood, and he had to creep out of the village 


_ and lie hidden until he could go on’ his journey 


igs 
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up the itineraries of the colporteurs he put that 
village down for another colporteur. Benjamin 
Hadal came back, with tears in his eyes, and said, 
“ Sir, it is my privilege to go to that village.” He 
let him go ; and when he got there be took off his 
shoes and stockings before he went in, and was 
again taken before the authorities. They sail, 
“Why have you taken off your shoes and stock- 
ings?” He said, “ So that it will be easier for you 
to beat my feet. I will come again until you buy 
my Scriptures.” 

We have men who have suffered in China. 
One worker, during the Boxer outbreak, was 
asked whether he would serve Christ or Buddha. 
He said “Christ”; and they cut off his ears. 
He was asked again, and he said “Christ,” and 
they cut off his nose. They asked him again, 
and he said “ Christ,” and they cut out his tongue. 
Then they asked him again, and, though he could 
not speak, he signified “ Christ.” Slowly that man 
was cut to pieces; but he stuck to Christ. He 
never flinched. Yet some people in this country 
blush to name the name of Christ. Here are men 
hazarding their lives in the name of the Lord Jesus. 
We do not ask you to pity them. Pity rather the 
wretched people who have never known anything 
but ease and luxury.

I will only say a word or two on that. A man came 
into my room the other day. I thought he was a 
beggar. He pulled out a crumpled bit of paper | 
and put it down on my desk. it was a bank-note 
for £1,000. “i am seventy-three years old,” he 


said, “and I have walked here from North London, 


and | am going to walk back to save the railway 
fare. If all men were as careful they would be 
able to give as much.” This was a splendid sacri- 
fice. In another case a woman who could not 
afford to pay sixpence for a Bible Society publica- 
tion paid for it at the rate of one penny a week, 
declining to accept it free. Let us manifest a 
similar consecration of money to the sefvice of 
God. Let us consecrate ourselves and all we have 
that the world may have the Word of God. Let us 
give ourselves in this Alliance more and more to 
prayer. It has been said that, given a fulcrum and 
a lever long enough, any man could move this earth. 
It is true. We have the fulcrum—Jesus Christ, the 
Rock of Ages ; it will never give way.

Concerning the Spiritual Life of 


the Evangelical

FROM far and near, from almost every European 
country, and even from Asia, Christians are now 
gathered together for the one purpose of acknow. 
ledging the “one Lord.” It is a glorious moment, 
because, whilst we are in a world of strife and 
upheaval, of the breaking-up of classes, and nation 
nsing up against nation, we are able to proclaim 
that “we are all one in Christ Jesus.” There is 
one Lamb who has bought us with His precious 
blood; one Lord whom we serve; one Love which 
fills us, even the love of Jesus. “Thou hast re- 
deemed us to God by Thy blood” (Rev. v. 9). 
Yes, His blood, that is the price with which the 
unity of the children of God has been bought. 
Seeing that the purchase money is what it is, it is 
clear that no human scheme or plan can originate 
it. An Evangelical Alliance cannot be made by 
man; it is one of the fruits of the death of our 
Saviour. 

Some time ago a man said to me—and it pained 
me, because he was a professed believer—“ There 
is no such thing as unity. no such thing as 
‘alliance,’ and never will be.” Of course, an 
alliance which is made by man will have no per- 
manency. But here we have to do with a unity 
which is of a higher origin. God's Son has brought 
it about on Golgotha. Clearly and distinctly we 
read in John xi. 52, “And not for that nation only, 
but that also He should gather together in one the 
children of God that were scattered abroad.” 

Yet how often are the ideas of unity misunder- 
The Evangelical Alliance, people think, is 
a new denomination, and that in joining it they 
will, therefore, become unfaithful to their particular 
Church. But this is not so. With regard to their 
Church the Scripture injunction is clear “Let 


' every man be persuaded in his own mind.” The

we know that we have passed from death unto life, 
because we love the brethren.” It is impossible 
for those who have passed from death unto life 
not to love those who belong to Jesus. True 
love cannot be compelled: it flows out of itself.

I would ask this gathering, does each one know 
that indeed he has passed from death unto life? 
The Holy Ghost gives us an infallible sign, namely, 
love for the brethren. ‘If this love does not throb 
in our hearts ; if there is any unkind feeling or evil 
surmising about one to whom we know that 
“Jesus is Lord,” I would earnestly entreat that 
we faithfully examine ourselves and see whether 
for a certainty we have eternal life. And if not, 
then let us turn to Him of whom the text says, 
that he is Lord, rich unto all who call upon Him.

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The Alliance Bible School. 


Gon’s blessing continues to rest upon the work of 
the Alliance Bible School. The number of students 
has risen to nineteen, and in a few days we expect 


___the addition of a young brother from Italy, and 


two will be leaving us for work in the Tent Mission. 
We now have nine students from Russia in train- 
ing, four of whom will be returning to their own 
country for evangelistic work in the beginning of 
July. One, Artimenko, goes to Odessa, where the 
Lord's work is rapidly increasing, and where the 
meetings of the Evangelical Church (Stundists) 
are attended by more than a thousand people, all 
anxious to hear the Gospel. Here is a large 
field of labour for our brother Artimenko, and 
many in Russia are looking anxiously for bis return. 
A second is going to Ts-chits-chma, in Bessarabia, 
about 120 miles from Odessa. Here the Christians 
have to suffer under many difficulties, and the 
spiritual life is at a low ebb because of the lack of 
leaders and teachers. Our brother Krawchenco 
is full of longing to be used by the Lord to bring 
revival to this part, and next July he, too, will 
leave us to begin his work there. : 

A third, is a young Russian lady student, who 
came over as a member of the Greek Church to 
study at the Berlin University, became acquainted 
with the work at Steglitz, and shortly after was led 
to Christ. She joined the Bible School as a guest, 
and will soon be returning to Moscow to work 
amongst other lady students, and her heart is full 
of longing to win them for Christ. A fourth is 
going back to his home near Kieff, to help his 
father, who is already engaged in work for the 
Lord amongst the Stundists. 

In looking back on the past year we can thank- 
fully sty that our work has not been in vain. 
There has been a decided growth of spiritual life 
and knowledge amongst the students. It is a 
great truth that personal union with Christ brings 
oneness amongst His children, and we can joyfully 
say that this sign of spiritual life is not lacking in 
our school. There is a spirit of happy and earnest 
brotherly affection amongst all the students, per- 
sonal differences being honestly brought before 


the Lord and done away with. In the united 


prayer meetings we have seen a spirit of longing 
to be more fitted for the Master's service and 


-to be led deeper into an understanding of His 


truth. 

Before the next term, beginning in September, 
the Bible School will be removed to the Hoher- 
staufen Str. Berlin W., and will be carried on in 
the future in connection with Fri. v. Biiicher's 
Mission, the well-known centre of Evangelical 
Alfiance work. So far, because no special premises 
could be rented, the students have been living «# 
pension in several different families ; but we find 
that for several reasons it would be better and 
more helpful to have them altogether, so a larger 
house will be taken, and one family formed. The 
lessons will be given in Fri. v. Bliicher's Mission 
premises, which she is kindly lending for the pur- 
pose, and the brethern will have good opportunities 
for practical work in connection with the different 
agencies of this Mission. We are convinced that 
step will prove to be to His glory. , 

Five of the present Russian students are re- 
maining for another year's training, and we have 
already five new applications from Russia, which 
we hope to accept for the next course of study. 
In addition to these are a number of other applica- 
tions from different parts, which are under con- 
sideration. As far as financial help for our Bible 
School from Germany is concerned, we cannot 
expect more than the support. of their own country- 
men, as the members of the Established and Free 
Churches, especially just now, when more spiritual 
life seems to be awakening, have more than they 
can do to support their own work. For this reason 
we are most grateful for the help which the Evan- 
gelical Alliance has sent us from England. We 
need the sympathy and help of Christian friends 
in the future, for the Russian brethren are entirely 
dependent upon us, and from Russia itself we 
cannot expect much in its present state of ruin 
and trouble.

and, at any rate, a step has been taken by an im- 
portant federation of the Home Missionary 
Societies to provide against overlapping, in going 
into a town in which an agency is already at work.

M. Brunetitre, 
Editor of the Rewue de Deux Mondes, bad given 
a lecture on the subject, on account of the present 
materialism and hatred of Christianity. | enswered 
im a private letter that I could not look upon it as 
impossible, in the light of our Lord’s prayer on 
the eve of the Crucifixion—the prayer that “they 
may all be vac.” Although we could not agree on 
account of doctrine, yet it seemed to me possible 
that we could join in prayer, as those who loved 
the same Master, as some have already done in a 
small measure. 

Events have been progressing this year. Four 
or five pastors went to Wales, and came back full 
of enthusiasm. Meetings have been held in the 
Y.M.C.A. in the Rue de Trevise. There were 600 
present one night.

Address given at cur Neweastie Goenterence 
By Rev. G. Wheipton, M.A., of Paris. 

It has been my privilege to labour for the Gospel 
in France for twenty-five years. This morning it 
was my business to put before you the crisis 
through which the English Churches in France are 
passing through the Act which is to lead to the 
disendowment not only of the Roman Catholic but 
of the Protestant Churches. [Now in force.—Ep.) 
| mentioned as a possibility the fact that probably 
some hundreds of Christian Churches would have 
to be closed. This afternoon I am to speak about 
Evangelical Alliance progress in France. I shall 
not go early~-history, interesting 
though it may be, but rather tell you some facts 
with which | am personally acquainted, and in- 
stances which have occurred only this year. 

The Universal Week of Prayer is observed 
in many large towns of France, and im a. 
thoroughly brotherly spirit. Not only do ministers 
of the different Churches go to the neighbouring 
Churches, but a number of the laymen go as well. 
Evangelical character. 
denominations. We have the pleasure of meeting 
twice a year—once for a pastoral conference, once 
for a pastoral retreat. A very few years ago the 
subject of the federation of the different Churches 

was debated—-not the fusion, but the federation— 
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Immediately after the

At Nimes it was necessary to hold overflow meet- 
ings.

Our beloved friend has made yet another tour 
abroad in the interests of the Gospel. We are 
glad to report his safe return. Dr. Baedeker 
writes < 

“I left home on the first of February to sow the 
good seed in. various places on the Continent. 
First, | went to Berlin in time for a Blankenburg 
Alliance Committee meeting, then to Dresden to 
find there dear friends from Russia, who had 
actually made their escape from their own estates 
and their own country. Spending some days with 
them, | found sympathy drawn out very much 
for the suffering Russians whose houses had been 
burnt down, and they themselves had found no 
protection. One lady, because it was the time of 
the railway strike, hired a steam boat to take her 
and her family to Stockholm. They afterwards 
came to Berlin, where they are now waiting 
until security may be expected. 

“From Dresden I went to Prague, where my 
friends, Doctor Clark and. Czechs, filled up my 
time very fully, and the Gospel found good entrance 
among the Slaves or Czechs, and I found at 
Prague, Brunn, and several other places, also at 


the missioners came. They did not dare to meet 
for prayer and revival before they shook hands. At 
Valenciennes the Li was put on one side, and 
a great revival service on the Sunday morn- 
ing. That is quite lately—only three weeks ago. 
Meetings were held near the works of MM. 
Peugeots, who make motor-cars, and employ some 
hundreds of workmen. One man, who had been 
twenty years at work in the Salvation Army, said 
he never felt such a marvellous power of the Holy 
Spirit as at some of these meetings. 

I am only sorry to come away from France at this 
time. I want to get back again as soon as ! can. 
We ask you to rejoice with us. Padteur Saillens, 
the eloquent Baptist minister, has given up his 
Church for a year to go wherever he is invited for 
revival work. All denominations are joming in 
this great effort. I am sure you will all agree that 
this is the true spirit of oneness with Christ. This 
persevering prayer for revival has the promise 
of great blessing under God. When we are helping 
to support the Evangelical Alliance, we are going 
one of the most direct ways to bring about true 
revival. May God prosper its work in all lands, 
and use the Alliance more and more to this end.

This land, as friends 
in Europe are further learning from the articles 
appearing in Harjger’s Magazine, by Mr. Nevinson, 
on “Angola and the New Slave Jrade,” is truly 
dark and needy, and persecution and suffering 
have to be met in making known in simplicity the 
Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ. We are grateful 
for the larger circle of prayer of the Alliance for 
this and al] lands at this season. We shall be 
pleased to have Angola specified in the next list of 
places. I was appointed secretary for the same in 
1902, but owing to sickness, and loss, and perse- 
cution, we were unable last year to send in a report, 
though we had had very good meetings.

Cesarea, Asia Minor. /anwary 19¢h, 1906. 

Doubtless you are familiar with the general needs 
and difficulties of Christian work here in central 
Asia Minor. The character of the government you 
know, and the absence of all religious liberty ; so 
that for a Moslem to become a Christian means 
death 4€n almost every case.. The Greeks and 
Armenians are in the grasp of a bigoted priesthood, 
and are naturally very bitter against Protestants. 
But great strides have been made, and there are 


now many Protestant communities scattered 
throughout the country, and especially in the 
Central Turkey Mission self-support is found in 
many Churches. The kindergartens and schools 
are doing grand work in the way of opening the 
eyes of the people, and what is especially en- 
couraging is that the value of education of girls is 
being more and more appreciated. 

We believe that the Spirit of Ged is working 
among the Mohammedans in spite of their political 
bondage. Many thousands of copies of the Bible 
are being bought and read by Mohammedans, and 
our medical work here gives us a good opportunity 
to speak to them on spiritual things. Under 
medical treatment Moslems become very tractable, 
and are glad to listen to the Gospel. We believe 
there are many who would gladly break with Islam, 
and endure persecution from relatives and friends, 
were it not for political complications ; and on 
account of the latter it is doubtful if we would have 
the right to baptize converts. A few brave men 
have confessed Christ, but have had to flee from 
the country for their lives, leaving all behind. 

We ask your prayers on behalf of Turkey. We 
missionaries have prayed together on a number of 
occasions for the work of the Alliance, and trust it 
may continue to do its noble work in larger and 
larger measure.

homes.

The Portuguese Congregational Church held the 
services during the week previous, éc¢., from 
December 31st to January 7th. 

We take advantage of this opportunity to write 
to the Alliance about the violences which are 
effected by the authorities through the hatred of 
the Roman Catholic clergy. 

In spite of the promise of ‘H.M. the King Don 
Carlos to the delegates of the Evangelical Alliance in 
1901, when they askéd for liberty on behalf of the 
Evangelical Christians in Portugal, the imprison- 


é 
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ments, as well as the confiscation of Bibles, and the 
legal proceedings against them, still continue. In 
one place a priest ordered all the Bibles and 
-Testaments that a colporteur of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society was selling to be publicly 
burnt; the colporteur himself had to escape in 
order not to be burnt alive. In three other 
places all the books of another colporteur were 
also confiscated, and he was arrested and kept 
in prison. These books were not given back. 

On account of the religious service at the burial of 
an Evangelical believer at Portunhos, concelho of 
Cantanhede, last. December, two brethren, Senhor 
Carvalho, Evangelical minister, who is eighty years 
old, and a teacher who accompanied him, were 
sued and arrested. An old widow at Aguada de 
Cima, concelho of Agueda, was sued because she 
did not want to kiss a crucifix that the vicar of the 
parish brought to her whilst making his Easter 
visits. She was found not guilty by the jury, but 
the Roman Catholics tried to make the people 
believe that she was let free because she retracted 
her Evangelical faith. 

In these proceedings there is no proof of any 
offence to the religion of the State or to the laws of 


. the nation ; nevertheless, the annoyance which the 


believers suffer and the money they spend in such 
lawsuits make them ask that an end be put to such 
a state of things. 


We hope that the Evangelical Alliance will take 


into consideration the appeal of the Portuguese 
Evangelical Christians or Protestants, as their 
voice unfortunately cannot be heard, either by the 
King Don Carlos or by his Government.

I have delayed somewhat in writing you, as we 
waited for tidings from different parts of our wice 
field of the way in which the Week of Prayer was 
observed. 

As the programme for the Week of- Prayer 
reached the American Press late for translation 
into Arabic, printing it afd sending it out to the 
different missions and stations, we received it too 
late for its distribution in time for the meetings at 
some of our out-stations. If you would kindly see 
to it that Mr. Freyer, the manager of the American 
Press at Beirut, Syria, is supplied with a few 
copies of your Week of yer programme at the 
earliest opportunity, so that he may have time to 
issue it in Arabic sufficiently early to enable us 
‘and others to receive it and get copies distributed 
to our most remote out-stations (some 150 miles 


/ 


distant from Mardin) to which caravans but seldom 
go, it would be a great accommodation to us. 

At one such out-station the Week of Prayer was 
revived after a discontinuance for a number of 
years, and the interest in it was well sustained. 
The Church at Kérébésh during the summer waited 
upon a preacher who settled among the people, and 
they, under his direction, erected a little school 
building for a boys’ school. This effort served to 
bind the congregation closer together, and to unite 
them still more in their preacher, so that when the 
Week of Prayer came round they were in a frame 
of mind and heart to reap large benefit from its 
observance, and they had a more successful series 
of meetings than they had experienced in a number 
of years. 

The meetings of the Week of Prayer in the 
church at Midyat were specially noteworthy on 
account of the large number of children who 
attended them and took part in them. 

Here in Mardin we experienced the most notable 
Week of Prayer I ever remember to have witnessed, 
and I have lived here thirty-eight years. Two 
meetings were held each day, the first at sunrise, 
and the second beginning an hour and a half be- 
fore sunset. These meetings were well attended, 
the women usually holding a separate meeting at 
the same hour with the second service. All the 
meetings were characterized by spontaneity, life 
and the large numbers of participants. One had a 
psalm, another a teaching, another a revelation, 
another an interpretation, another a confession, 
another a request, Kc. Frequently two or three 
would be heard praying at the same time. The 


‘reason for this unusual activity and fervour lay in 


the continuance of the revival spirit which had 
visited the Church and congregation in connection 
with the brief labours of a Swedish evangelist, Mr. 
Franson, who was en reute from China to Africa, 
and had been invited to visit this Mission on his 
way. About a hundred conversions had attended 
his labours, and the labours of those who continued 
to foster the spirit of revival after he had closed his 
five days’ stay with us, 

All felt that it was the best Week of Prayer ever 
experienced here.

In three of our out-stations there were 
also held daily meetings corresponding to ours 
here, except that there were no foreigners to take 
their part. It is a great encouragement to have 
the native Christians going ahead with the work, 
whether the missionary is about to take the lead 
or not. This is the one great end of our mission, 
end we are glad for the least signs of advancement. 
The translated topics were sent to the next station 
south of us fifty miles, and the Week there was 
observed with daily meetings at the noon hour. 

The consensus of opinion is that the meetings 
this year have in some ways been especially help- 
ful. Perhaps the most worthy of mention was the 
Thursday meeting, led by Chang Feng-hsiang, the 
principal of the Academy for Boys. It was a 
really good meeting, touching on the various 
phases of the work done in different places, but, 
above all, calling the Church to the idea of missions 
for their own sakes, that the native Church should 
gird herself up and go out to the work, and not 
leave it all to the hands of others. 

Such united prayer and thought along specified 
lines cannot help but bear abundant fruit. _
